Anabapt. Tis a pretty way of arguing, 
firſt to pervert a Text, and then to draw 
from it ſuch Conſequences as they pleaſe. 
He would do well to produce ſome good 

Author, who uſes [ ugrSz ] Manthano; 
from whence [ſugdÞvom] Mat heteuſate, 
in any other Senſe, than to teach or in- 
ſtrut: And 1 am certain, the Scripture 
always uſes it in that Senſe. And as for 
that canting Term, Diſciple, or Diſciplize, 
he would do well to let us know, in plain 
Words, what he would have us underſtand 
by it. I ſuppoſe he would have us under- 
ſtand Baptiſm. But I know no ſuch Senſe 
it has ever born.

And I think it 
vill not much help his Interpretation, thac 
the word L 9\izox9rms Teaching, follows 
[ EammLyms Baptizing, which ſhews in- 
deed, that leaching was intended as well 
to build up and eſtabliſh the Baptized, as 
to inſtruct the Unbaptized, but cannot 
help his Cauſe, * Jrexeus ſays, How had 
Chriſt Diſciples, if he did not teach them: 
And ſo ſay I, in this Caſe, how can they be 
Diſciples, #. e. Scholars, if they are not 
taught? I think it is evident from what 
this Father ſays, That they had not then 
found out the way to make Diſciples, with- 
out teaching, as Men pretend to now. 
Pariſb. As to his third Argument, I don't 
know what to make of it. Pray do you 
read it, and fee if you can come at his 
Meaning.

Anabapt. Truly there are a great heap af 
Words to a very ſmall Degree of Scale 3 
but if there be any Meaning in them, I 
think he intends to advance Infants Baps 
tiſm, on that old thread-bare Argument 
of Baptiſm's coming in the room and ſtead 
of Circumciſion ; Which if it doth, does it 
at all follow that it muſt have the ſame 
Subjeas, any more than that it ſhould be 
the ſame thing. The New Covenant is 
ſaid to come in the room and ſtead of the 
Old, to which belongs Circumciſion ; and 
yet we muſt not argue, that therefore the 
New Covenant is a Covenant of Work 
becauſe it follows that which was fo: 
yet ſo to argue, is of the ſame Force, as to 


argue from Circumciſion to Baptiſm. But 
tho they urge this as an Argument in this 


Caſe, they will not admit it in another. 
Who is it that does not know, that tho 
Lord's Supper ſucceeded the Faſchal Lam 
as much as Baptiſm does to Circumciſion? 
And is it not as well known, that Intants 
did partake of the Lamb? Why then da 
they not bring them to the Lord's Table, 
as ſome of the Fathers did? It the Argu- 
ment be good when it is for them, ſurely: 
it muſt be ſo when againſt them. There- 
fore if they will bring their Infants to Bap- 
tiſm on this foot, let them bring them alto 
ro 
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to the Lord's Table: And if not, let them 
forbear both, with us, till they can anſwer 
for themſelves. For whatſoever can be ſaid 
for Infants Baptiſm from Circumciſion, 
the ſame may be ſaid for Infants Commu- 
nion from the Paſſover. This is an Obje- 


ction againſt them, which has not, as I 


know of, ever been anſwered to any Pur- 
poſe. From what has been faid, I think 
it plainly appears, that Old-Teſtament In- 
ſtitutions, or Ordinances, cannot bind, nor 
bea Rule or Meaſure to us under the New, 
unleſs it have a Command to enforce it. 
Nay, ſo neceſſary is the Command of God, 
to enjoin any thing to be perform'd as Ser- 
vice to him, that whatſoever is brought 
into the Church under that Pretence, and 
wants it, becomes a Sin. For ſhould Abra- 


| ham have circumciſed himſelf, and his 


Males, without that Command which he 
had, it would have been his Sin, as coming 
under the Denomination of Will-Worſhip. 
I ſhall paſs by all the other Tattle of thoſe 
Pages, as not worth Notice, and therefore 
pray do you read the next Argument. 
Fariſh. His Fourth Argument he draws 
from 1 Cor. 7. 14. where *tis ſaid, the un- 
believing Hitsband is ſanctiſied by the Wife, &c.

they holy; which Holinefs he pretends gives

Anabapt. What Holineſs ſoever is meant 
in this Text, I think Baptiſm of Infants 
can't be inferr*d from theace ; for at that 
rate of arguing, if either a Husband or a 
Wife bea Believer, then it givesa Right not 
only to the Infants of ſuch a Believer, but 
allo to the unbelieving Husband or Wife, 
and all their adult Children, tho? they are 
Infidels, (for it may as well be underitood 
of them as Infants) which is an Abſurdity 
that they themſelves will be aſham'd of.
